MEDITERRANEAN FEVER RAVAGES. 


Colonel D. Bruce, C. B., chairman of the 
Mediterranean Fever Commission of the Royal 
Society, makes the interesting statement that 
the Malta scourge known as Mediterranean 
fever is dying out very fast. This fever appears 
to be widely distributed in the world, buat is 
most familiar to us in its incidence around the 
coasts of the Mediterranean Now, however, 
all this has been changed by a simple appli-, 
cation of the discoveries of science, and wide- 
spread gratification will be given by the 
intelligence that since June, 1906, when the © 
new preventive measures were put into prac- 
tice, Malta fever may be said to have prac- 
tically disappeared from the garrison of the 
island fortress. The serious ravages of Malta 
fever made it desirable that a searching in- 
vestigation should be taken in hand. In 1904, 
the Royal Society, at the request of the Ad- 
‘miralty, the War Office, and the Colonial 
Office, undertook to investigate the causes of 
this fever, and sent out a small Commission to 
Malta for that purpose. his Commission, 
which consisted chiefly of Army and Naval 
medical officers, has been at work’ for three 
years, under the supervision of a committee of 
the Royal Society, and has only lately com- 
pleted its labours. 

It is probable that Malta fever is primarily 
a disease of goats, and that man is. infected 
from the goat. The goat is very much in 
evidence in Malta, there being some 20,000 
of them, which supply-practicafly all the milk 
used in the island. It was. discovered by the 
Commission that half of these animals are 


‘affected by Malta fever, and that one tenth © 
| are constantly passing the microbe in their 
‘| milk. Notwitstanding that the goats show no 


outward signs of the disease, they continue, 
possibly for years, to secrete milk containing 
the poison. It seemed evident then, that to 


-|banish Malta fever from our sailors and 


soldiers on the station, all that was required 
was to eliminate goats’ milk from their dietary. 
This step was taken in June, 1906, with the 
striking result that the cases of fever fell to 
one-tenth of what had been their normal 
amount, while up to the present time the 
number of cases in 1907 has only been five, 
instead of 312, the average half-yearly number 
of admissions. There is, therefore, reasonable 
hope that this disease will now disappear trom 
the garrison in Malta, and some 80,000 days _ 
of illness be blotted ont from the yearly 
records ot the hi and Amy.

Coal Imports. 

Between January l and July 4th 624,414 
tons of coal were imported into Egypt, of 
which 331,848 tons were Welsh, 102,460 New- 
castle, 107,853 Yorkshire, 42,352 Scotch, and 
40,171 other qualities. During the correspond- 
ing period of last year the coal imports 
totalled 617,619. 


The Plague. 

The latest plague bulletin reports one ad- 
iission to hospital at Alexandria, the patient 
being a Greek grocer of Mit Ghamr, who died 
orf the day of admission, and the death ot two 
native children outside hospital. One death is 
reported from Port Said, 1 recovery at Abnoub, 
and two admissions to hospital at Damanhonr. 


Bathe in the Nile. — 

We announced a short time ago that an- 
thority was given by the Government for 
the establishment of a bath on the Nile 
between the “Pont des Anglais” and the 
Tramways bridge at Guizeh, which will be 
provided with a café and restaurant. A new 
application has’ been made to the Govern- 
ment for the establishment of another bath 
on thes Nile, but permission was refused on 
the ground that one bath will be sufficient 
for the needs of the capital 


Alexandria Water Rates. 

A general meeting of the ehivolont So- 
cieties of Alexandria was held on Thursday 
evening at the headquarters of the Interna- 
tional _Employées Society to consider the 
rates for water charged to the middle classes 
by the Alexandria Water Company. It was 
decided to appoint a special committee of 
five members in order to open negotiations 
with the Company with a view to the re- 
duction of the water rate in inverse ratio 
to the increase in -rent. 


Fayoun Fishes. 


Certain species of Bulti (Tilapsia) were re- 
cently exhibited by Messrs. Cannington and 
Boulanger at the conversazione ofthe Royal 
Society. The female carries the eggs and young 
in her mouth and gill chambers. ‘These inter- 
esting fishes are found in Lake Kurun in the 
Fayoum. Asa rule among fishes the eggs and 
young are left to take care of themselves. There 
are, however, some remarkable exceptions, in 
which the male fish acts the part of nurse, 
making a nest; or even carrying the eggs about 


jn a sort of pouch, and these Fayoum fishes 


belong to this curibus class. 


A New Canal, 

According to a native contemporary nego- 
tiations are going on between the Menzalah 
Canal Navigation Company, the Suez Canal 
Company and the Ministry of Public Works for 
the purpose of digging a canal to connect the 
Menzalah Canal with the Suez Canal, with a 
view to facilitating the transport of cotton and 
other produce from the Dakahlieh province and 
the other regions bordering the former Canal 
to Port Said and thence abroad. The projected 
Canal will be about one kilometre in length and 
will no doubt be of great utility in reducing the 
difficulties and cdst of transsport in the north 
Eastern provinces. 

A Prison Marriage. 

The Council -of Discipline under the presi- 
dency of the sub-governor met again yester- 
day morning at the Cairo Gouvernorat to 


“hear the case against Mohamed Bey Ziadi, 


ex sub-director of Tourah prisons, for a grave 
preach of duty in: having married his daugh- 
ter secretly to Moliamed el Menshawi while 
a prisoner.. Mohamed Menshawi is the son 
of the famous Menshawi Pasha ‘and was 
sentenced fifteen years ago to twenty years’ 
penal servitudé for brigandage In his defence, 


. the aéensed said that his daughter having 
“already been married and divorced, he had 


no. control over her, and that he knew noth- 
ing of the matter until the marriage had 
been effected. The Court wil meet again to- 
day to Avan the case.

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METHOD OF PROCEDURE. 


The following further details of the grant to 
be made Lord Ufonier will be interesting to our 
readers :— 

At a date which bis not yet inden, fixed, the 
proposal will be duly laid before both Houses. 
Inthe Commons the Prime Minister will appear 
at the Bar, and announce that he has a message 
from the King, signed with his Majesty’ 8 own 


The document will be placed in the hands of 
the Speaker, and after its contents have been 
read, members will be invited-to take the mess- 
age into consideration on a subsequent day. 

Similar procedure will be observed in the 
Upper Chamber, where: the Marquis of Ripon, 
Lord Privy Seal, will act as the representative 
of the Governmént, On-the date named, the 
House of Commons will eonsider the amount of 
the vote in Committee of Supply, while the 
House of Lords will pass a resolution concurring 
in the action of the Lower Chamber. 

It is certain that the vote will be opposed 
by a number of Radical members, as well as 
by the Labour party and the Irish Nationalists. 

Opposition came from the same quarters on 
the occasion of the grant to Hail Roberts for 
his services in the South African War, in July 
1901. Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman then 
supported the proposal of the Unionist Govern- 
ment, and after the application of the closure 
the vote was agreed to by 257 to 108. 

Commenting on the announcement that the 
Government intend to propose in both houses 


‘the vote of a grant of £50,000 to the Earl of 


Cromer in recognition of his splendid services 
to Egypt and the Empire, the “Pall Mall Ga- 
zette” remarks : 

Lord Cromer’s services to the Empire are not 
to be measured by any monetary standard. 
They have been of that quality. which- only 
an exceptional genius for administration and a 
whole-hearted sacrifice of self to the pnblic 
service can supply. Egypt has been changed 
from a state of economic and pdlitical chaos to 
a condition of prosperity and freedom in which 
the only danger is that the people may forget 
the slough from which they have been raised. 
By work which has compelled universal admir- 
ation, Lord Cromer has made it impossible 
for any Power seriously to challenge the pre- 
dominant rights and influence of Great 
Britain in that country. We are delighted, 
therefore, to see that Parliament will be 
asked to vote £50,000 to the ex-Consul- 
General in recognition of his splendid work 
As we havesaid, it is of a quality beyond 
price, for millions might have been spent on 
the preservation of British authority if Lord 
Cromer had been less efficient. But it is a most 
proper thing that a man who has done s0 
much, in a position where saving out of income 
was practically impossible, should be placed 
beyorid the reach of financial anxieties and 
enabled to maintain with ease the high digni- 
ties conferred upon him by a grateful Sove- 
reign. Even the present House of Commons can 
hardly fail to vote the sum proposed with 
entire cordiality.

up to a recent date no political telégrams from 


abroad, even those communicated by thi @ Press 
agencies, were allowed to be published in the 
Cairo and Alexandria papers without being 
submitted to, and approved by the British 
Agency. Surely he cannot dispute the facts 
that the Anglo-Egyptian and Franco-Egyptian 
newspapers were kept under the strictest sur- 
veillance, that any criticism on the policy of 
the British authorities was knocked on the 
head by threats of the withdrawal of the State 
advertisements, of the subsidies on the 
strength of which they, with a few rare excep- 
tions, rely for the maintenance of a precarious 
livelihood, that any comment on the conduct of 
the de yacto administration gave rise as arule to 
a peremptory intimation for the dismissal of the 
Editor or contributor whose writing had given 
offence to the powers that be. From the com- 
mencement of Lord Cromer’s illness up to the 
time of his departare not a single English, 
French or Italian paper in Egypt was allowed 
to publish a word as to the character, the 
causes or the course of the malady under which 
his Lordship was suffering. No bulletins were 
issued, no allusion made to his illness, yet 
the subject was one in which the European 
public in Egypt naturally took the deepest 
and most legitimate interest. Yet at the same 
time the native Nationalist papers were allowed 
to publish the most innaccurateand exaggerated 
reports of his illness and to issue the most 
fantastic versions of the causes of his resigna- 
tion, which according to their contention were 
rather of a political than a medicinal character. 
I am glad to take this opportunity of express: 
ing my personal convinction that this conspir- 
acy of silence was duefar more to the indiscreet 
zeal of the British Agency than to the initia- 
tive’of our late Consul-General. The plain 
truth is that, throughout the whole of his 
career and more especially during its later 
years, the officials who formed the inner ring 
—if I may use the phrase—of his Lordship’s 
entourage, who were “plus Royalistes que le 
Roi,” felt it their duty to keep from his notice 
any criticism, from whatever quarter, which 
might give him umbrage and to conceal any 
symptom of popular dissatisfaction with his 
regime. Under these conditions Lord Cromer 
would haye been more than human if he had 
not laboured under the delusion that his rule 
was popular with the Egyptian ‘community, 
and that he enjoyed the confidence and 
gratitude ot the Egyptians, no matter to what 
race or creed they might belong. Sir Auckland 
may not be cognisant ofthe fact to which I 
allude. If so he displays an utter ignorance of 
Egypt which is almost incredible in the case of 
an official whé has served under the Egyptian 
Government. If, on the other hand, he is 
cognisant of the above facts it is unintelligible 
to my mind how it is ¢nsistent with common 
honesty to assert that the European press in 
Egypt is free and unfettered by censorship.” 

We obviously cannot comment on Mr, 
Dicey’s remarks.

SUDAN LANDS. 


Complications and lawsuits connected with 
the proprietorship of land and ensuing from 
land transactions are multiplying daily ; and 
the task of settling them is going to be one of 
the most difficult matters. Many of the native 
proprietors of land at Gezira, we are told, have 
been selling their lands to several persons at 
the same time, receiving a part of the price 
from each. When the time for settlement 


comes, of course, there will be a great confec- 


tion of claims ; btit these have to be settled by 
the purchasers in the best way they can, as the 
one that sold them the land will, in all prob- 
ability, have spent the money he received or 
otherwise made it unavailable for indemnify- 
ing the losing party. 

Cases of contested proprietorship likewise 
give rise to complications. There is hardly any 
tract of agricultural or building land that has 
not several claimants. The claimants do not 
generally take the treuble to find or give 
reasonable grounds. for their claims, or any 
grounds whatever. They make their claim. If 
it does not.sueceed, they rur no risk whatever ; 
and if it succdeds, they are th Ts.

Government, Abdullah Bey Khonri, acted as 
master of ceremonies. 

At 3 p.m. the procession formed, then 
marched from the mortuary residence towards 
the Latin parochial Church of the Capucins, 
in the following order: all that conld be spar- 
ed of the Beyrout garrison, about half a bat- 
tdlion, the Dragoons, the Turkish and Lebanese 
gendarmerie, then the clergy of the different 


Christian sects, the pupils ot certain schools,

The harmony and pathos with which the 
former performed did credit to the Italian band- 
master, who deserves an artist's reputation 
| justly earned by over thirty years’ sin not 
and whole-hearted service. 

The cortege was displayed in full cranasti 
on reaching the.wide square. Thousands of 
people filled the vast open space, while 
thousands also clustered on the balconies, 
the windows and the terraces, looking on the 
thoroughfares traversed by the procession. The 
spectacle was imposing in the extreme and 
such as Beyrout rarely sees. Great disorder 
prevailed in the rear of the procession through 
want of proper organization, yet fortunately 
no accident occured. Still this laxity and utter 
lack-of systematiccontrolonthepart of those on 
whom devolved this duty, detracted consider- 
ably from the otherwise majestic funeral. As 
the vanguard consisted exclusively of men 
under discipline, order was well maintained: 
therein, but the numberless crowd, that was’ 
allowed to invade even the immediate neigh- 
bourhood of the hearse, consisting as it did 
mostly of the curious rabble, and being 
practically under no control, was a moving 
mass of disorder. The crowd' was so unman- 
ageable that on arriving at the Church. the 
Consuls had to alight from their.carriages at a 
distance from the door, and their cavasses had 
to torce and with much diffic:Ity, a passage 
for them. 

The French Consul General, Monsieur Albert 
Fouques Dupare, as the representative of the 
chief Catholic Power, the Protectress of the 
Christians of the East, took the first seat while 
the other Consuls General took theirs in the 
order of priority of time.
